Educator Thinks Adults Should Not 
Be Allowed to Study With Children 
and Legislation on This Head~

BERKELEY, Dec. 5.—President Ben- 
jamin Ide Wheeler of the University 
of California, discussing the Japanese 
school question in San Francisco to- 
night, said that in a large part he 
agreed with President Roosevelt.

The daughter declares that Billeck 
prescribed a dose of the strange con- 
coction to her mother, shortly before 
the Yatter became unconscious and 
died. - 

DEATHS UNDER INQUIRY. 

The list of previous deaths in the 
family which the police have under 
investigation are as follows: 

MARTIN VRZAL, forty-nine 

father, died tn ‘June, 1905. 

MARY VRZAL, twenty 


died in September, 1906. 

TILLIE VRZAL, twenty-two years 
old, died in February, 1907. 

ROSE VRZAL, fourteen years old, 
died in Magy, 1906. 

ELLA VRZAL, twelve years old, died 
Thanksgiving Day. \ 

BILLECK BOASTS. 

The sitnation assumed an uncanny 
aspect tonight, when Billeck, laughing 
weirdly, boasted of his influence over 
the members of - almost extinct 
family. 

Jerry Vrzal, a son, defends 
the fortune teller against the charges of 
Mrs. Niemann, and insists that his 
mother committed suicide and that his 
sister ‘is insane. 

‘ THEY BLESS HIM. 

The boy while most emphatic in his 
| protestations of Billeck’s innocence, ts 
not alone in his strong defense. Other 
members of the Vrzal family rail inco- 
herently when the daughter Emma’s 
charges are repeated, and devoutly 
bless the fortune-teller’s name. 

“I only wish mother was alive,” said 
Jerry, “then Herman Billeck would not 
be in jail.” 

Thus the unnatural influence of 
which Billeck boasts seems to have 
swayed even those whom the police 
believe are victims to the fortune tell- 
er’s revolting plot. 


DENOUNCES THE HYPNOTIST. 

Mrs. Niemann, during a four-hour ex- 
amination of Billeck and other wit- 
nesses, denounced the hypnotist as the 
slayer of her father and sisters, and 
declared that her mother’s death was 
caused in an effort to hide all evidence 
of Billeck’s other crimes. 

Arrayed against her in her allega- 
tions are her brothers and aunt, who 
maintain steadfastly that Billeck is 
the family’s friend. and adviser. 

HEART AND STOMACH. 

The circumstances of death in the 
same family within a short time, all 
apparently from heart and stomach 
diseases, aroused the suspicion of the 
police that arsenic poisoning might 
have caused the chain of fatalities. 
Mrs. Vrzal was subjected to a rigid 
inquiry, but her arrest was deferred 
until the bodies should be exhumed, 
in order to determine exactly the cause 
of death. 

Insurance was carried on the lives 
of all the children. 

According to those who knew Mrs. 
Vrzal, there never was a more tender, 
careful and devoted mother.

London Intends to Sail in a Small 
Boat in Ton Days for Cruise 
About the World. “— 
Jack London, who. according to 
present plans, will sai] from San Fran- 
cisco arbor the 15th inst., fof a seven 
years” crulse about the world. intends 


soon as he is a few miles out to sea. 
The long cruise in a smalisdat was’ 
planned in 1963, while cruising on the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers. in 
a thirty-eight foot sloop, the Spray, 
which the novelist purchased five 
years ago. When the plan was formed 
it was London's intention to sail in 
October or November, 1905. Circum- 
stances prevented his preparing to sall | 


Purpose. While on another ctuise up 
the rivers and about San Francisco 
Bay. in 1905, Londen concluded to take 
up the study of navigation as part of 
his preparation for the long crulse, 
but other matters occupied his atten- 
tion to the exclusion of this. 
Replying to a friend in Los Angeles, 
who had urged him to sail down the 
coast and spend a few days here be- 
fore setting forth across the Pacific, 
Jack London wrote: “And when I sail | 


mid-ocean in orde?® to jearn naviga- 
tion and learn the boat where I've 
plenty of room. No rock-bound coast 
for me as a starter. A thousand miles 
of offing isn't any too good.” 
Sailing out across the Pacific in a 
small boat without a navigator abosrd 
is a formidable ufhdertaking. 
London learned to handle saf!boats 
under trying conditions, as an oyster 
pirate on San Francisco Bay fifteen 
years ago, and fm the fish patrol, as 
lawbreaker “and then law defender, 
and always an adventurer. 
The first long story London expects 
to complete while on his cruise i< a 
novel. already begun, entitied “The 
Iron Heel.”

Curious Accident Cause of 
Startling Sight. 


| Boyle Heights Loses Heat

a pillar of fire from a broken eight- 
inch gas main under the new steel- 
built Aliso street bridge at 5 o'clock 


the structure in a mantle of irides- 
cent hue, like a Nessus shirt, seemed 
to eat into the great bridge, while from 
the mass of whirling fire reached out 
snakey fingers of flame toward the 
high girders, as though to drag them 
to destruction. 

It was a wonderful sight under the 
bridge and lvundreds climbed down the 
steep sides of the river bank to watch 


blazing gas which flowed as from a 
fountain and beat against the ateel 
girders and concrete arches 
bridge, then lapping around the sides 
leaped skyward, only to sink again, to 
make another rush, 

Curious in the annals of accidents 
was the manner in which the big iron 
main, whicg supplies Boyle Heights 
and Brooklyn Heights with gas, was 
broken. Directly under the main is a 
pumping station of the Los Angeles 
Gas and Electric Company, which sup- 
plies with water the big gas factory a 
block away, at .Center and Aliso 
streets, 

This pumping plant was™run Dy 
gasolene, and in some manner it caught 
fire and blazed for a time unchecked.

_ By the time the firemen reached the 
burning pumping station it was a 
wreck, but the smoke and flames 
looked more serious than in reality and 
through the fire ran the big gas main, 
now heated red hot. As soon as a hose 
was attached and the water turned on 
it took but a few minutes to put out 


pipe to cool it. 
Hardly had 
struck the red-hot pipe when the tron 
contracted so suddenly that the con- 
nections burst assunder and from both 


pressure poured the gas. 

It touched the red-hot pipe, or caught 
from some smoldering remnant of 
flame, and burst into a glorious fan- 
fare of fire. 


Se great was the pressure from the 


opposing ends of the broken pipe it 


looked as though two mighty forces of 
ultseen power were battling with each 
other fo® the mastery: then, locked in 
strangling embrace, the whirling co!l- 
/umns of fame shot side-ways and up- 
| ward, to fall again as in defeat, but 
gaining strength blazed forth a thous- 
and-fold. 

Even the firemen fell back from these 
red-tongued warring dragons. But 
soon the gas from the Boyle Heights 
side of the broken main became ex- 
hausted, then in its flush of victory the 
river of burning gas forced under suffi- 
clent pressure from the gigantic gas 
tank to turn a thousand meters, flamed 
skyward just as a Pasadena car filled 
with passengérs crossed the railway 
section of the bridge. 

Men turned pale and ghastly-looking 
in the * violet light and women 
screamed, or in their fear uttered little 
staccato cries. The motorman turned 
on the current full-force and _ shot 
through the smoke and steam to 
safety. 

FIRE EATS WATER. 

But now the firemen began their fight 
and under the direction of Battalion 
Chief Casey the nozzle-holdéfs, 
sheltered by a buttress of the bridge, 
approached to within a few feet of the 
broken main and turned a full-force of 
water on the pipe-end that was still 
spouting fire. 

Strong as was the rush of water the 
fas proved for a time the _ stronger, 
for directed at an angle into the big 
pipe the streasmn would force back the 
gas for a moment, then with renewed 
energy it would shoot out, eating into 
the water, mingling with it, scatter- 
ing it in clouds of steam and for a mo- 
ment, rejoicing in its freedom, lap the 
smoking arches seeking a direct outlet. 

Then again the water would over- 
come for a space and the flames die 
down until the pent-up pressure again 
would dominate and fire and water 
mingle in death-struggle, causing a 
myriad rainbow effects marvelous to 
witness. 

Meanwhile the officials and men of the 
big gas plant did this, that and the other 
thing. None of them would answer any 
questions, yet a lot of them stood about 
and watched a gang of men digging up 
the street near the Santa Fé tracks 
to eut the main to enable the 
chinists to cap the broken pipe. 

It was stated by onc of them and by 
the firemen as well, that the company 
did not dare to turn off the flow of gas 
from the main at the works, as this 
main branched and supplied a large 
part of the city with light and heat. It 
was stated that if this main had been 
turned off hundreds, perhaps thous- 
ands, of lives would have been en- 
dangered, for the gas going out, when 
turned on again might cause asphyxia- 


tion. 
DROWNS OUT FIRE. | 
But while one gang of gas men were 
digging up the street and another try-

crawled closer and closer to the broken 
pipe, until at last the water pressure 
drove back the flame and suddenly— 
after an hour of struggle—thefire gave 
up the ghost and went out in a puff. 
Day Foreman Creighton, of the gas

BUSY WINTER BEFORE US. 

All signs point to great activity 
in business of al] kinds in the city of 
Los Angeles and all through Southern 
California during the year which will 
open after the next few weeks. At 
home all conditiong are of the most 
hopeful character. With the rains 
which have fallen so timely in not 
coming too early and with the mild 
weather now prevailing. by the holf- 
day time Southern California will be 
carpeted from the base of the moun- 
tain heights to the seashore in the 
most beautiful vivid green. The 
drenching rain has cleansed not only 
the atmosphere but the streets, roads 
and country generally of decaying mat- 
ter, and good health is likely to follow 
these first rains of the season with 
the budding of new vegetabie life over 
the whole country. 

In contrast, the winter in the East 
has come on at an unusually early. pe- 
riod and with unusually intense se- 
verity. The tens of thousands who 
have been planning for a visit to the 
Coast after the holiday season is over, 
are undoubtedly impatient for the days 
to pass, as zero weather spreads all 


Mountains and reaching far down into 
the southern States. There will be 
but little exodous of these visitors un- 
til after the holiday season is over, 
but it may be expected that trunks 
will be paced and strapped, tickets 
and sleeping berths secured and paid 
for, and express wagons and carriages 
ordered for the days immediately fol- 
lowing the opening of the new year. 
The holiday season is one of absorbing 
interest in the Eastern States, where 
people live in localities where their 
fathers and grandfathers for many 
generations have lived and where the 
family relationship extends to about 
haif of the community. There are 
family gatherings and present making. 
all the greetings and good cheer of 
the season, which few care to forego, 
even in the face of the severe weather 
prevailing all over the Northern States. 

The continued prevalence of unset- 
tled conditions in the island of Cuba 
will undoubtedly prevent many tour- 
ists from seeking that tropical island 
as a refuge from the cold of northern 
winters. Few American families will 
go to Havana this coming winter. 
They will hardly goto the Gulf States, 
where already the cold has extended 
with greater severity than usual. 
They are likely to turn their faces to- 
ward Southern California, where un- 
doubtedly they have informed them- 
sevies conditions of such a pleasant 
and satisfactory nature prevail. 

It is entirely a probable thing that 
after the new year opens hotels and 
boarding-houses of every class will 
be taxed to furnish accommodations 
for the winter army of tourists. For- 
tunately, Los Angeles capital has been 
used lavishly during the summer and 
autumn in preparing great numbers 
of hotels of all grades and handsome 
apartment houses for the accommoda- 
tion of the tourist army. This is only 
one more influence adding to the many 
existing before in assuring to our peo- 
ple a winter of unusual activity and 
corresponding prosperity. 


HE PRESIDENT ON CUBAN AF- 
FAIRS. 

The part of the President's an- 
nual message to Congress bearing up- 
on the conditions existing in Cuba Is 
one of the most interesting in this 
state paper. Reviewing the conditions 
which led up to the armed interven- 
tion of the United States in the island, 
the President makes it exceedingly 
definite that this country has no in- 
tention or desire to interfere unnec- 
essarily with the local government of 
that country. As to any intention or 
desire on our part to annex the island,

Our position in relation to that 
island ig simply this: We have un- 
dertaken the maintenance of public 
peace, safeguarding the lives and prop- 
erty of foreign residents in Cuba. The 
President states that when the exist- 
ing turmoil broke out he was definitely 
informed that unless so--ething was 
done, and promptly, the represent- 
atives of European powers would ask 
their own governments to intervene 
with arms and protect their lives and 
property. Under these circumstances 
there was nothing for. the United 
States to do but intervene. 

If the Cubans will recognize clearly 
their relations to our government and 
ours to them, they will accept with 
entire honesty the advice of the Pres- 
ident, take their own matters in hand

President Roosevelt is as emphatic in’ 


Sage relating to Cuba, the President 
says: “I have the utmost sympathy 
with and regard for them [the Cu- 
bans,] but I must earnestly adjure 
them solemnly to weigh their respon- 
sibilities and to see that when their 
new government is started it shall 


‘run smoothly and with freedom from 


flagrant denial of rizht on the one 
hand and from insurrectionary dis- 
turbances on the other.” 

Should this warning be lost on the 
people of the island of Cuba and a new 
insurrection arise, the necessity of 
further intervention will be forced up- 
on the United States and !t is likely 
to be an intervention, not for a month 
or two, to reéstablish peaceful condi- 
tions and give the people of the island 
again an opportunity of selecting a 
new government to control their own 
affairs. They are not likely soon ty 
be given a fourth chance to show 
themselves capable of  self-govern- 
ment. In case of a recrudescence of 
serious trouble in Cuba, the United 
States is half likely to establish a 
definite protectorate over the island to 
last for many coming years. The 
United States does not want to do this. 
It would be a necessity forced upon us 
which would cost us in every way 
exceedingly dear. All we would get 
out of such practically permanent in- 
tervention would be the satisfaction 
of doing our duty, of giving the people 
of Cuba opportunity to slowly learn 
the lesson of self-government, to pre- 
serve stable peace at the doors of our 
own country, and to protect the island 
from being seized by some ambitious 
European power whose presence there 
would be an exceedingly serious men- 
ace to our own home safety. 


HE NEW MAYOR'S OPPOR- 
TUNITY. 

/The most important matter with 
which the new Mayor and City Counc!t! 
will have to dea] is the financing of 
the Owens River project. Before the 
first of January, in all probability, the 
consulting engineers, who are exam- 
ining and revising plans for the aque- 
duct, will present a report recommend- 
ing the most feasible route and the 
best methods of construction and es- 
timating the cost of the work. That 
report undoubtedly will be adopted by 
tae Board of Public Works and the 
Water Commission, and the next step 
toward consummation of the project 
will be the calling of an election to 
authorize the issuance of city bonds. 

Mayor-elect Harper has declared 
himself in favor of the Owens River 
enterprise, as have all other good cit- 
izens of Los Angeles, and it is to be 
presumed that he will hold the best 
interests of the city superior to all 
other considerations when he deals 
with any matter affecting the great 
water enterprise. 

It is of the first importance that 
the aqueduct enterprise be kept out 
of “politics,” and that the politicians 
be kept out of the boards having im- 
mediate control of the work. Poli- 
ticlans of the baser sort will seek to 
get their fingers into a project involv- 
ing the expenditure of millions, and it 
will be the duty of Mayor Harper to 
see that they do not succeed. They 
have been kept out of it so far, and 
they must be kept out of the Board of 
Public Works and the Water Commis- 
sion in the future. 

. It will be the privilege of the in- 
coming city administration to begin 
and carry along well toward eomple- 
tion one of the greatest pieces of work 


and to insure continuance of the re- 
markable growth of Los Angeles. If 
it shal! so discharge that duty as to 
keep the Owens River project free from 
suspicion of the extravagance and 
graft usually accompanying municipal 
work of great magnitude, its record 
will be the pride of the city. A great 
opportunity is -presented to the new 
Mayor, and a great responsibility rests 
upon him. 


ISHOP HARE’S GOOD WORK. 

It appears that Bishop Hare of 
South Dakota is doing good work. Any 
man who strives to lessen the evils 
of life and to mitigate the indecencies 
that shame our frail humanity, is do- 
ing good work.

England to Reduce Taxes. 

The British treasury under Mr. As- 
quith is at last about to do something 
for the relief of the taxpayers, by as- 
sessing only a three-penny income tax 
for next year’s budget. The people are 
now paying a shilling on every twenty 
shillings of income, a tax which has 
been only slightly reduced since the 
Transvaal war.

Sir Charlies Dilke has al- 
ready drawn up his report, but it was 
found to be too voluminous, and he 
will accordingly present a more con- 
cise version of it to the committee.

The newspapers of Germany have 
been severely criticising the Kaiser of 
late because he does so much running 
around, and interferes too much in the 
management of affairs. He is frankly 
told by the newspapers that Germany's 
isolation in the political world is due 
solely to his interfering in state affairs, 
and that unless he minds his own busi- 
ness and leaves the governing of the 
empire to Chancellor Von Buelow and 
the other ministers responsible, things 
will go from bad to worse with Ger- 
many.

At Sandringham all the stiff formal- 
ity and elaborate ceremonial that sur- 
round Their Majesties at other times 
are abandoned. The guests are made 
to feel at their ease and amuse them- 
selves with perfect freedom. There is 
an air of gayety in the household, for 
the King is always careful to sur- 
round himself in his home life with 
congenial company, and one never 
meets a bore in that charming circle. 
The Queen, too, has her own friends, 
who share with her an interest in the 
por of the neighborhood, and at this 
time of the year much of Her Majes- 
ty’s time is taken up with devising 
achemes for the Christmas entertain- 
ment of the tenants on the estate. 

The routine of the day is simple. 
Tea, hock, seltzer, coffee and chocolate 
are served at 8 o'clock to each guest 
in his or her room. Breakfast starts 
at $:30 and goes on until 11. The King 
spends much of the morning at the 
stables, while the Queén looks over 
the kennels and the model dairy, 
which is the most perfect of its kind 
in England. Freauentiy, indeed, the 
Qtieen dons an apron, and, taking. a 
bowl of eorn, feeds the chickens. The 
King“haa@ declared that he likes Her 
Majesty better in this homely aspect 
than-in all the splendor of her robes 
of state.

Head of Department of Education 
of Philippine iIsiands Lectures at 
Claremont—Says Learning Is Now 
Brought Within Reach of Million 
and Quarter Children in Islands. 


CLAREMONT, Dec. 5.—One of the 
most interesting lectures of the col- 
lege course was heard yesterday, when 
David Barrows, the head ofthe De- 
partment of Education of the Philip- 
pine Islands, addressed a large audi- 
ence in the college chapel. Mr. Bar- 
rows arrived tn this country from the 
Philippines, only a few days ago, and 
is on his way to Washington, to re- 
port educational conditions to the 
President. 

In Mr. Barrow’s account of the prob- 
lems met and the difficulties overcome 
in the Philippines, he told of the seem- 
ing impossibility of attempting to pro- 
vide suitable school opportunities for 
over a million and a quarter of Filipino 
children, who were scattered through- 
out the vast archipelago. 

Mr. Barrows said that a three-years’ 
course had. been devised, and that the 
children had been divided into three 
groups, each group being given in- 
struction during one-third of each 
year. In this way each child might re- 
ceive a full three-years’ course in the 
nine years between the ages of 6 and

CARNEGIE’S MUNIFICENCE 
IN NEW CHANNELS. 


Through His Generous Gift of — 
$400,000 Princeton Now Owns Sheet 
of Water Three and One-half Miles 
Long and Quarter Mile Wide, for . 
_ Boating and Fishing and Skating. |

NEW YORK, Dee. 5.—Princeton 
University today came into possession 
of Lake Carnegie with formal exer- 
cises in Alexandria Hall, Princeton, 

Andrew Carnegie, with a large party 
of. guests, arrived from New York ‘at 
Princeton on a specig! train. The ex- 
ercises began soon after his arrival 
at Princeton at 11 a.m. 

Carnegie made the presentation, ad- 

dress and President Woodrow Wilson 
on behalf of the university, replied. 
At 1 o'clock President Wilson gave a 
luncheon at his home. Folldéwing this 
Andrew Carnegie and his party were 
conducted around the lake in an au- 
tomobile. 
. Nearly four years ago Carnegie went 
to Princeton to call on ex-President 
Cleveland. With him was Howard R. 
Butler. As the branch train to 
Princeton was crossing the trestle at 
Stoney Brook,’ Butler remarked: 

“We once had the idea of flooding 
all those marshes to make a lake for 
Princeton College.” 

“That seems a good idea.” replied 
Carnegie. ‘‘You go ahead and have a 


survey made and report to me. We 
will see what we can do.” 

As a result the millionaire § sub- 
scribed $400,000 for the construction. 
Work was immediately begun. To. 
build the lake it was necessary to 


transform the low-lying meadow and 
swamp land consisting of about 309 
acres, a large part of which was cov- 
ered by heavy timber and dense 
swamp growth, into a basin and build 
adam. The lake is three and a haif 


miles long and from 500 to 1000 feet 
wide.
